Hail ‘Insurance 
Board of Alberta.

The ‘‘Crossfield Chronicle,’’ 

Crossfield, Alberta. : 

Dear Sir,—In view of the fact that 
the Electors of Rural Municipality 
of Rosebud, No. 280, will be called 
upon shortly to decide whether or 
or not they desire to come into the 
Hail Insurance District. I thought 
it might be of interest to your read- 
ers to have before them some of the 
principal facts regarding Municipal 
Hai) Insurance as it is proposed to 
carry it on in this province. 

I therefore enclose a short digest 
of the principal provisions of the 
clauses of the’ Rural Manicipalty 
Act, hoping it may be of use to you.

A Hail Insurance District has been 
formed in the province consisting of 23 
municipalities that have already voted on 
the subject, and it will also incfude any 
other municipalities that may come in 
from time to time. 

The business of the district will be 
managed by a Board of three Commis- 
sioners. The chairman was appointed by 
the Minister of Municipalities and the 
other two members were elected by the 
Reeves of the 23 municipalities. compis- 
ing the district. 

The Board will have full authority to 
strike the rate of tax, to see that the in- 
spection of the damage done is properly 
made, and that all losses are properly 
adjusted and paid. The rate of tax is 
likely to be not less than five nor more 
than six cents per acre, and will be levied 
equally on all lands that aré subject to 
municipal taxation whether in crop or not. 
The indemnity to be paid is $6.00 per acre 
jor total loss, and will cover all crops of 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, flax, spelt or 
other ‘grain and timothy bay. The tex 
will be levied by the municipality and 
will be collected in exactly the same way 
as other taxes are C6llected. 

In case of damage by hail the owner of 
the crop or anyone who has any interest 
in it shail notify the Board within five 
days, An inspector will be sent to ox- 
amine and if possible vo make a peaceable 
settlement with the owner. In case the 
owner is not satisfied with the award he 
will have 30 days within which to appeal, 
and the Board will have to take the matter 
up again, and if necessary make a re- 
inspection, but the decision of the Board 
when made 1s final. 

Some of the reasons why such a plan 
ovght to be successful are: First.--The 
cost of operation is very small compared 
to the system of company insurance. . In 
Saskatchewan last year the operating ex- 
penses were only about 344 per cent., or 

h25,736, while the operating expenses of 
10 companies doing about thesame amount 
of business the year before were between 
20 and 25 per Cent or about $257,000. 

Second.--The tax being collected on all 
lands improved and unimproved will cause 
the speculator to pay a portion of his share 
towards the proper development of the 
couitry and will, of course make it much 
cheaper for the man who is actually doing 
the work. Third.--All crops in the district 
will be automatically insured and the for- 
mer will in this way be assured of at least 
u partial return for his labor. There are 
other advantages but lack of space forbids 
to mention them, 

A similar system of insurance was tried 
out in Saskatchewan last year, The dis- 
trict there consisted of 115 municipalities. 
The rate of compensation for total loss was 
$5.00 per acre’but they did not pay losses 
less than 10 per cent. The tax rate was 
4 cents per acre, and the total revenue 
$788,380. The expenses of administration 
were $24,736, and the loases amounted to 
$777,698 so that after all losses and ex- 
penses are paid there will be a surplus of 
$10,601, The success of the system was 
in fagt so successful that three of the most 
important companies doing business in the 
Western provinces last year have decided, 
alter a careful review of the whole situa- 
tion, to discontinue the business of Hail 

Insurance, They say ‘‘ after carefully re- 
viewing our ex nee examin- 
ing closely Awd, pan alge "end.

CHAMBERLAIN’S START. 


He Saw the Value of a Sharp Pointed 
. Screw-Nall, ; 

Joseph Chamberlain has annouwnc- 
ed his intention of retiring from Par- 
Mament at the next general election 
i. that his ’ in Birmingham 
may elect a younger man to the Un- 
fonist service at Westminster. He 
has been condemned to the seclu- 
sion of an invalid’s life for the past 
eight years and had taken no active 
participation in affairs. He has left 
London and gone to the south of 
France, 

Joseph Chamberlain at the outset 
of his political career was a radical, 
and he served under the late William 
Ewart Gladstone in everal Cabinets 
as President of the Board of Trade 
and President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. He became a Unionist 
at the time of the break in the Lib- 
eral party over the Home Rule for 
Ireland question, and he was Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies at the 
time of the Boer War. He is 78 
years old, and has been married 
three times, his third wife, to whom 
he was married in 1888, being Mary 
Endicott, only daughter of the late 
W. C. Endicott, Secretary of War 
during President Cleveland's admin- 
istration. Mr. Chamberlain was the 
chief cOmmissioner for the settle- 
ment of the North American fisher- 
ies dispute in 1887. His career was 
threefold — commercial, municipal, 
political—and in his day he rose to 
very high place in each. 

Joseph Chamberlain happened by 
chance to be born in London, but he 
was a Birmingham map all through. 
He went from London, where his 
father was a wholesale leather a lt 
metal merchant, to Birmingham at 
the age of sixteen, having just left 
school. There was a firm of screw- 
makers in Birmingham, Nettlefold by 
name, to whom the elder Chamber- 
lain had given credit for a large 
amount in the way of metal. The 
firm had fallen behind in payments 
and the father sent young Joseph to 
look into the affairs of the firm and 
advise. 

The son advised his f ‘her that the 
firm was perfectly good, but short of 
working capital, and further advised 
his father to take out the debt in a 
share in the business and continue 
the credit. The father agreed, and 
Joseph Chamberlain was launched 
upon his bu.iness career. 

He needed only that much intro- 
duction to get the chief partner’s 
stool in record time, and soon he 
made a decision that led to the mak- 
ing of his vast fortune. 

One day a workingman walked in- 
to his office with a patent-to sell. The 
patent was a screw with a sharp end. 
Up to that time all crews were blunt 
nosed. The man had hawked it about 
to all the other manufacturers, and 
they had all refused to buy it. Some 
one finally to!d him Joseph Chamber- 
lain was a pushful, progressive man 
and advised that the patent be shown 
him, 

In a flash Joseph Chamberlain saw 
the chance all his rivals had refused 
to take, and he purchased the patent 
at the man’s own price, $500. 

That decision delivered the whole 
trade in screw-making into his hands. 
He bought or smashed every other 
screw making business in the coun- 
try. If the firm would sell he bought; 
if they would not he swamped their 
market until they enve up in despair. 

Chamberlain was now in his late 
twenties, and later, when he retired 
from the firm, he took as his share of 
the business $3,000,000, which to- 
gether with what he had saved, allow- 
ed him, he said, “enough to live 
upon,” 


Will Harness the Nile. 


Work has been commenced on an- 
other great scheme to reclaim by irri- 
gation vast tracts of desert in »the 
Soudan. It is believed i+ can be 
made to add enormously to the cat- 
ton output of the British Empire. 

The tract which is to be watered is 
known as the Gizra territory. It lies 
between the Blue and White Niles, 
below Khartoum, and consists of 
1,500,000 acres. The force and flow 
of the two rivers are av ficient to wat- 
er the entire district when properly 
harnessed. 

The proposal is to build two dams 
south of Khartoum, one over each of 
the rivers. Thus the tract between 
the streams will be irrigated, wh.ie at 
the same time the foree of the water 
flowing into Egypt will be controlled. 

At present the Blue Nile comes 
down in a raging flow, and the White 
Nile, flowing in steadier fashion, com- 
bines with it to miako a huge over- 
flow. Pi 

The building of the two dams will 
enable the flow to be properly regu- 


slated and will practically mean “the

Running a ship by a squirt gun and 
Operating a ship by having a motorman 
In the pilot house use a controller just 
as does the motorman of an electric 
car are two ideas that have been seri- 
ously advanced recently by engineers 
of high standing. The ship’s motor- 
man idea could easily be applied to a 
great freight vessel that will begin its 
trips through the great lakes and con- 
necting canals next spring. 

It has Just such a motorman now, but 
he stands with his controller in the en- 
gine room instead of np in the pilot 
house. A longer cable attached to his 
( controller is all that is necessary to en- 
| able him to do his work in the pilot 

house. Oi! engines are used to gen- 

erate electricity, and the electricity is 
used to turn the propellers. So elec- 
( tricity runs the ship in much the same 
way that it does a trolley car.

The squirt gun idea is to propel a ship 
by squirting out water through pipes 
at- the stern of the ship, where pro- 
pellers ordinarily are located. Water 
would be taken in from the front end 
by great pipes, given a push when it 
reaches the engine room ‘and then sent 
rushing out at the stern of the ship. 
This same scheme has been thought of 
before, but never put into use because 
it cost so much to give that push to 
the water. 

The wonderful efficiency of a new 
pump, which now pumps some of the 
water supply of London and has at- 
tracted the attention of engineers every- 
where, makes the scheme appear less 
absurd. In this pump water is admitted 
into the chamber until the chamber is 
nearly full, and then gasoline or some 
other oil;in the form of vapor, is admit- 
ted into the chamber and exploded just

out, and the same operation is repeated 
over and over again.

A PIONEER MISSIONARY 


For over half a century Rev. Dr. 
John McDougall has carried on mix 
sionary work in the Canadian west, 
with unflagging devotion to the cause 
of Christianity and civilization. He 
is one of the most eminent of the 
pioneer missionaries in that part of 
the Domnion. ; 

He was born in the wilderness near 
the shores of the Georgian Bay, be- 
in; the first white child born in that 
district. His father was a missionary 


DR. M’DOUGALL, 

among the Indians so that the boy’s 
early associates were redskin chil- 
dren. He learned to speak Ojibawa 
before he mastered English, and also 
gained an insight into the habits and 
customs of Indian life that few white 
men possess. When very young he 
became his father’s assistant, serv- 
ing as guide, teamster, steersman, in- 
terpreter and general helper. 

He attended college a few months 
at Cobourg, Ont., and afterwards 
went west and became a teacher and 
missionary at Norway House, on the 
Nelson river. During the years that 
followed he traveled all over the 
northwest territories, often serving as 
peace commissioner among turbulent 
tribes. : 

As agent of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, he paved the way for the North- 
west Mounted Police. In 1906 he be- 
came Doukhobor commissioner and 
and retained this post until 1911, 
Through his untiring zeal and work, 
scores of churches and schools have 
been erected and civilization brought 
into the wilds of the west. 


The Black Cap. 


Discussing the action of Justice 
Ridley recently in passing the death 
sentence at the Old Bailey, London, 
without assuming the black cap, 
The Law Journal says: ‘Justice 
Ridley was well justified on this oc 
casion in omitting the grim formal 
ity. The black cap owes its origin 
to the Order of the Coif, and, accord- 
ing to Serjeant Pulling, the historian 
of the order, its existing use is in 
keeping with its primordial purpose. 
The coif, he explains, was originally 
a close-fitting head-covering made 
of white lawn or gilk. The black 
cap, or sentence cap, of judges and 
serjeants, is the covering expressly 
assigned to veil the coif on the only 
occasion when the coif was required 
to be hidden. By the ancient privi- 
lege of the serjeants the coif was not 
to be taken off in even the royal 
presence. The chief insigne of the 
order, it was to be so displayed when 
sitting on the Bench or pleading at 
the Bar, but this rule seems always 
to have been departed from in pass- 
ing sentence of death. The head of 
the administrator of justice was then 
covered or veiled as a token of sor- 
row by the black sentence cap. 


Premier Irish Baron. 


It is quite within the nature of 
things that the premier baron of Ire- 
land, who is Lord Kinsale, and who 
has the right to don his headgear in 
the presence of his sovereign, does 
Dot possess a single acre in the dis- 
tressful country. Still he is in a 
position to boast that his peerage has 
been in existence nearly seven hun- 
dred years, so he can afford to turn 
up his nose at those who have recent- 
ly acquired the strawberry leaves.

Cow Testing Pays. 


There can be no question as to the 
bright light shed by dairy records 
'on the actual performance of herds 
and of individual cows. They are 
useful alike in proving the super- 
iority of certain cows as well as the 
effect of good dairy practice. 

¥or instance, records show that 
in one month a seven year old cow 
gave 1,430 pounds of milk, but 
| another seven year old in the same 
herd gave'only 400 pounds. Again 
it is found that 22 cows averaged 
1,197 pounds of milk in « month, 
while another lot of 22 averaged only 
| 545 pounds of milk. Cows that are 
kept as dairy cows, fed and bred for 
production of milk and fat, are only 
proved by their records. Even from 
amongst those so kept, selection is 
necessary, otherwise the herd will 
fall off in its average. But the in- 
dividual record, so easily kept, will 
point definitely to those which are 
worth keeping, 

The value of a pure bred dair 'y 
sire is also revealed when comparing 
herds. One herd of 14 cows gave 
306 pounds of fat’in a month. In 
an adjoining herd of 14, where cow 
testing has been carried on for four 
years and. where the sire is pure 
bred, the yield was 556 pounds of 
_ | fat,.in_other words the. income was 


seventy-five dollars more for that 
one month. 


Be sure you take up cow testing 
this year, because it pays well.
